After the 
fall of Vicksburg and Port Hudson the 
regiment was sent to western Louisiana, 
where is was engaged tn constant skirm- 
ishes with the Texas Rangers. At Fay. 
etteville, while checking a charge, Major 
Agnus had a hand-to-hand fight with a 
Texan horseman and received a severe 
sabre cut on the wrist. He took part in 
that unfortunate expedition at Sabine 
Pass, Texas, and was p/aced in charge of 
the transport Pocohontas, an old Balti- 
more steamer. The vessel was dispatched 
to the blockading fleet off Galveston to 
carry information of the disaster, and in 
navigating an unlighted coast ran ashore. 
When morning dawned she was found to 
be under the fire of the enemy’s guns. 
There were two batteries of rgular artil- 
lery on board. Major Agnu’ ordered the 
horses—120 in number—to be thrown over- 
board, and thus lightened, the transport 
was safely floated off. By his time the 
One hundred and Sixty-fifth had been 
sadly cut to pieces and the war depart- 
ment was ordering regiments with decemi- 
nated ranks to be consolidated. 

Major Agnus, zealous that the distinct- 
iveness and number of his command 
should not be Jost, determined to preserve 
it, and that could only be done by filling 
up its ranks. Obtaining leave of absence 
from General Banks, he went to New 
York and induced Governor Seymour to 
assign to the One Hundred and Sixty- 
fifth four full companies of recruits.

The long-needed state board of health, 
the creation of which was strongly urged 
in Governor Candler’s message to the leg- 
islature, is provided for in a bill intro- 
duced in the house yesterday morning by 
Mr. Speer, of Sumter. Thea measure. 
while appealing to the legislature because 
it meets a crying need in the state. is 
looked upon as practical and economical, 
in that it provides the expenseg of the 
board shall be paid by the counties using 
the services of the board or those of its 
agents. 

The necessity for a board of health 
similar to those established in nearly ev- 
ery state in the union has been impressed 
upon the officials of the state, and partic- 
ularly upon the chief executive, during 
the present vear. It is pointed out by the 
friends of the bill that in cases of extreme 
emergency, such as have arisen in some 


parts of the state, as a result of the rapid | 
/ 
spread of smallpox and other contagious 


diseases, the governor has found himself 
powerless to act, and in all such cases has 
been compelled to appeal to the surgeon 
general of the marine hospital at Wash- 
ington for assistance. It was remarked 
in the house vesterday that at the pres- 
ent time there is an officer of the marine 
hospital in one of the lower counties of 
the state, performing the duties that 
should rightly devolve upon a state boa} 
of health. In the absence of such a board 
the governor, in order to protect the peo- 
rile of the community, was forced to ad- 
mit the impotence of the state authority 
and cail on the federal government for 
help. 

A friend of the measure also pointed 
Out that the surgeon general of the ma- 
rine hospital, only two weeks ago, recog- 
nizing the absence of a board of health in 
Georgia, notified Governor Candler that 
the state was in danger of fever contagion 
from Miami, F‘a., and offering the ser- 
vices of the marine hospital in the work 
of inspecting trains coming into Georgia 
from the infected point. 

The board of health provided for in the 
bill by Mr. Speer, of Sumter county, is to 
consist of seven members, one of whom 
shall be the state veterinarian, one the 
State bacteriolegist and the remaining 
five skillful and experienced physicians. 
The members of the board shall be elect- 
ed, one for one year, one for two years, 
one for three, four and five years, and 
four members of the board shall consti- 
tute a quorum. The meetings of the 
board shall be held in the office of the 
Secretary of state, and the body shall be 
duly appointed and organized twenty days 
after the passage of the act. The board 
is given supervision of all matters relat- 
ing to the preservation of the life and 
health of the people of the state, and is 
Riven supreme authority in matters of 
Quarantine. 
Diaces for the establishment of quaran- 
line stations be selected and a provision 
or the greatest importance is the absolute 
noWer given the state board in local mat- 


ters, when the emergency warrants such 
an exercise of wel

Guard the Assessment. 

The house of represeniatives is to be 
commended for its final action in 
yoting to limit the rate of taxation 
to 5 mills, but even in this shape 
there is a great big loophole. 

‘While the state may limit the rate, 
what guarantee exists that the assess- 
ment, which will then become the 
bone of contention, will be equally 
just to both state and individuals? As 
stated by the tax commission, it is the 
heigth of folly to allow each man to 
fix his own assessment, because the 
temptation is to fix it too low, and we 
are all wonderously weak. But, on 
the other hand, if the state assumes 
to fix it without responsibility for ‘its 
own act, is it not likely to fix it too 
high? And we all know thata state can 
be wondrously deaf to a single indi- 
vidual who finds it cheaper to pay 
than to kick. 

While the matter is up for discus- 
sion, it might as well be freeiy ven- 
tilated, and while plans are being 
changed, instead of flying from one ar- 
bitrary extreme to another, it would 
be just as easy to find one which is 
equitable, which will at once restrain 
an unreasonable state officer and a 
dodging property owner. This mat- 
ter becomes all the more important 
because the great bulk of taxpayers 
are poor and cannot help themselves. 
Under any plan which may be adopted 
the rich man may be relied on to take 
care of himself. The small taxpay- 
er may see his property assessed for 
a figure which the assesssessing offi- 
cer would not think of paying for it, 

yet he will have no security, but must 
‘pay the bill, though he has a sense of 
grinding injustice. The state’s ex- 
emption from responsibility for its 
figures, the weakness and the scat- 
tered condition of the taxpavers, ren- 
ders the situation one of satisfaction 
for the former and helplessness for 
the latter. 

Let the board of assessors ve made 
answerable for its eonduct in some 
wav which will be effective. Let some 
mode of arbitration in contest he pro- 
vided for. Eaual justice to both state 
and property owner should he the aim. 
and not the edvantage of the one as 
against the other.

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GEORGIA SUFFRAGE 
IN THE OLD DAYS 


Just at this time, when our lawmakers 
are considering the suffrage question, it 
will be of interest to glance through come 
of the earlier chapters of our history. 

In the good old times universal suffrage 
was not favored by our statesmen, and 
it made slow progress. It was generally 
believed in those days that it was un- 
safe to give the ballot to paupers, illit- 
clous persons. 

“The men who own the country should 
govern it,” said John Jay, and there 
was a time when many of the best people 


ey nthe agreed with him. 
Ou stors of a century or so ago 
thought that it would be dangerous folly 


to allow ignorant and purchaseable men 
to go to the polls and kill the votes 
of good and intelligent citizens when the 
questions involved were of vital import- 
ance. 


—— | 

In the early vears of the present cen- 
tury suffrage was restricted by a prop- 
erty qualification in Georgia, and a citi- 
zen could: not hold the office of govern- 
or or sit in either branch of the legisla- 
ture without possessing a certain amount 
of property, in cash or in real estate. 

This was not regarded as an unjust 
restriction. Even in a republic a man 
does not enjoy the right to vote simply 
because he js a grown man and a resi- 
dent. 

The citizens whose votes decide import- 
and questions of peace or war, finance 
or commerce, should be intelligent and 
upright, and soine test of their compe- 
tency should be required before making 
voters of them. 

Perhapt an educationa! qualification 
would be more acceptable than any other, 
because there are many who believe that 
it would be wrong to deny a virtuous and 
well educated citizen the ballot unless 
he owns a certain amount of property. 

But a property qualification is favored 
by some who are not taxpayers. The 
other day I heard several young men 
who are not property owners declare in 
favor of it. 

‘We care nothing for the franchise 
now,’’ said one of the group, “‘but when 
you add the property qualification all 
of us will want to be voters, and instead 
of squandering our money we will save 
enough to buy a piece of réal estate. 
It is no honor now to be a voter, but 
when a voter must be a man of property 
it wiil be different.’’ 


But it is not Hkely that a property 
qualification will be proposed 

Our ballot reform, sooner or later, will 
be on the educational line. 

It was a great mistake when we adopt- 
ed universal suffrage, even for the whites, 
and it was a calamity and a crime when 
it was extended to the blacks. 

We are beginning to see how our sense- 
less system’ of suffrage injures us. 

Thousands of men with capital, at home 
or abroad, are not willing to invest it 
in a state where hosts wf ignorant and 
purchasable voters may be able to de- 
feat the policy of the intelligent better 
class. 

If our educited taxpayers alone were 
allowed to vote and hold office I believe 
that capital would come here in a tidal 
wave. 


The trouble is that, having once plunged 
into the mire of universal suffrage it is 
almost as hard for us to get out as it 
was for Humpty Dumpty to regain his 
former place on the wall. 

And if we succeed in restricting suf- 
frage, the rabble will organize under the 
leadership of demagogues and demand 
the restoration of the ballot. 

Rhode Island once had a civil war over 
the suffrage question. 

In that state in the early 40s the right 
to vote belonged only to owners of real 
estate and their eldest sons. 

There was great dissatisfaction among 
the people. and appeals were made in 
vain to successive legislatures.

At last, the people went ahead, formed 
4a new constitution, and elected Thomas 
W. Darr governor. 

Most of the votes cast for Dorr were 
illegal. The legally qualified voters also 
elected a governor and contested the 
legaity of the new constitution of Dorr's 
election. 

Both sides took up arms and were ready 
to tight it out. ‘There were collisions and 


~bloodshed. 


Dorr was artested, tried for treason 
and sentenced to imprisonment for life. 

The next year legal and illegal voters 
by common ccnsent elected a convention 
which framed a new constitution, ex- 
tending the right of suffrage to all citi- 
zens who possessed a small amount of 
property. 

After this Dorr was pardoned and peace

I fully agree with him. In the long 
run it would be better for us to lose 
some of our representatives in congress, 
and pass through a little friction here at 
home than to have the criminal folly of 
universal suffrage fastened upon us for

MANY REASONS FOR 
CALLING A CONVENTION 


The need for a convention of the people 
to make a new constitution for the state 
is being much discussed among the mem- 
bers of the jegislature. Several bills look- 
ing to that end have’ been introduced and 
it seems probable that before the session 
is far advanced the convention question 
will come to the front. 

Among the members who have given 
thought to: the subject is Hon. Martin 
Calvin, of Richmond. In speaking of the 
matter yesterday Mr. Calvin said he 
thought the times propitious and the 
necessity great, for a convention which 
would give the people of the state a con- 
stitution thoroughly in accord with the 
dercands of the times. 

“Why,” said he, “the constitution of 
1877 had been cf force only five years 
when, in response to the necessities and 
the demands of the people, Dill after bill 
was introduced in the legislature amenda- 
tory of that instrument. Beginning in 
1882, annually, up to the present session 
of the general assembly, an average of 
six bills a session have been introduced 
amendatory of the constitution in some 
important particular. True some of the 
bills that make this average were repeti- 
tions, but in that sense they emphasized 
the demand made by the original bill. 

‘‘Responsive to the demand to which , 
have referred the legislature of 1884-85 


passed two bills amendatory of the con- | 
stitution and both were voted by the peo- | 


ple. In 1887 two additional amendments 
were voted, one of which was accepted 
by the people; the other kept asserting 
itself till 1893, when it became a part of 
the constitution. In 1889 two amendments 
were voted by the legislature. One was 
ratified by the people. In 1890-91: 
separate amendments were proposed by 
the general assembly and accepted by 
the people. In 1893 an amendment re- 
jected in 1887, more through lack of in- 
formation than anything else, was adopt- 
ed by the people. In the same year two 
other amendments ‘were proposed, one of 
which was ratified by the people. In 


four 


1897 another amendment was proposed | 


and adopted. 
“During the session of 1898 six or eight 


bills proposing constitutional amendments 
were introduced in the jegislature. One 
of these, Mr. Chappell’s bill—a very im- 
portant measure—was passed by the 
house today by a vote of 121 to 25. 

“These facts seem to indicate in the 
most positive manner possible the neces- 
sity for a constitutional convention,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Calvin. “The constitution of 
1877 is a piece of patch work very simi- 
lar to a crazy quilt. Necessity, a sound 
public policy, has required that it should 
be amended in so many important re- 
spects that its honored framers are un- 
able to recognize it. 

“The line of thought in Senator Mc- 
Lester's bill is most excellent. Submit 
the question directly to the people; let 
them vote early in 1900 on the question of 
‘convention’ or ‘no convention,’ let them 
at the same time choose the delegates to 
the convention. If the people declare, as 
I believe they will, in favor of a conven- 


| tion, let the governor so proclaim and 


summon the delegates-elect to assemble 
at the capitol on a day to be named in 
the bill proposing the amendment. If the 
people vote down the proposition, then the 


will not assemble. 

‘What reasonable man can object to 
so fair a proposition as that? Why hesi- 
tate to submit this important question to 
the people? They can be trusted. Lefr to 
themselves. they never go ‘wrong—never.

The two latter companies are notified as 
the owners of the deeds of trust executed 
by the Atlanta Consolidated Street Rail- 
way Company. 

An effort was made by the Collings Park 
and Belt Railroad Company to reach an 
arrangement with the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company relative to the con- 
demnation of the tracks without resorting 
to the proceedings which have been insti- 
tuted. It is understood that considerable 
correspondence passed between the two

been reached. 

The Collins Park company has appoint- 
ed as its assessor Forrest Adair, and re- 
quests the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company to name an assessor. If the 
latter company fails to name a represen- 
tative within the required time, the form- 
er company will proceed to have one ap- 
pointed as it is provided in the statute.

HARYEY T. PHILLIPS 
DIED YESTERDAY 


Woll-Kaown Music Dealer Passed Away 
frem Typhoid Fever. 


WAS SEVENTY-FIVE YEARS OLD 


Had Been Conducting Business Here 
for Many Years. 


NOTABLE FIGURE IN CHURCH WORK 


Was a Member of First Presbyterian 
Church for Many Years—Funeral 
on Sunday Afternoon. 


The death of Harvey T. Phillips,.the 
well-known president of the Phillips-Crew 
Music Company, and a prominent citizen 
of Atlanta, cccurred at his home, 730 
Peachtree street, yesterday at 11:30 
o'clock. 

Mr. Phillips had been suffering from ty- 
phoid fever for the past six weeks, and 
his death was due to the effects of that 
disease. 

He was seventy-five vears of age, and 
is survived by a wife. two sons and one 
daughter. Harvey T. Phillips and Miss 
Nellie Phillips are residents of Atlanta, 
while the other child, James B. Phillips, 
lives in Colorado. | 

Mr. Phillips was born in New York 
state in 1834. When young he moved 
south, living for a while in Chattanooga. 
In 1865 he moved to Atlanta, and was for 
a time the editor of a Christian paper 
here. In the year following his removal 
to this city he joined Ben Crew in a part- 
nership, conducting a music store. At 
one time he was assistant editor of 
Scott’s Magazine, a paper published and 
edited by W. J. Scott, in conjunction with 
the firm of Fhillips & Crew. 

After a few years of business the firm 
of Phillips & Crew was. dissolved, the 
members of it incorporating themselves 
into the Phillips and Crew Music Com- 
pany, the title of the company at present. 
Whea this was done Mr. Phillips was 
elected president of the corporation, 
which office he _— up to the time of his 
death. 

Notable Figure in Church. 


Mr. Phillips was a notable figure in 
church work, and is Known by all Chris- 
tian people of the city as one of the most 
beloved gentlemen of the state. He was 
for many years a very active member of 
the First Presbyterian church, being for 
a long time a member of the board of 
deacons. He was a well-known and earn- 
est charity worker, and is remembered by 
many a poor orphan and suffering wo- 
man. 

When«the North Avenue Presbyterian 
chureh was organized he cast his mem- 
bership with it. and was on the rolls of 
that chureh at the time of his death. Be- 
ing a man of the strictest integrity and 
of excellent business capacity, he has al- 
ways been looked upon as a model, suc- 
cessful business man, and his death is 
mourned by an especially large circle of 
friends, all of whom are heartfelt in their 
sympathy for the. members of the de- 
ceased’s family.

The house committee on constitutional 
amendments met yesterday afternoon at 
the capitol and after a thorough discus- 
sion of the ballot reform measure by Mr. 
Hardwick, of Washington, voted to 
recommend the passage of the pill to the 
house, 

As to the pravisions of the proposed 
amendment the members of the commit- 
tee were a unit with the exception of Mr. 
Harrison, of Quitman, who made a strong 
though ineffectual argument against the 
disfranchising of the negro. 

There is no question but what the fa- 
vorable recommendation of the commit- 
tee will go far toward carrying the bill 
through the house, while the friends of 
the measure are satisfied that the senate 
will follow the example of the more 
numerous body. 

The prevailing sentiment in 
mittee room where the discussion 
ceeded dispassionately ‘was that the time 
had arrived for throwing from the ballot 
box the vote of fraud and illiteracy and 
for defining a standard of citizenship that 
should be observed and carried out to 
the letter.

who was on January 1, 1567, or at any
